Ways and Means of Ascertaining How 
— Fast the Cars Are Going. ‘ 

There is not one person in one hundred 
of the millions who travel on railroads in 
the course of a year who has any idea of 
the speed of atrain. . A large percentage 
of even the regular train men of the 
country cannot tell with any degree of 
accuracy how fast a train is running. 

Frequently engineers are dispatched on 
a trip-over a line of railroad with instruc- 
tions to run at aspeed of acertain number 
of milesan hour. The engineers do not 
carry a speed indicator, but have learned 
by various methods to gauge their engines 
so as to make only the slightest variation 
from their orders. 

The majority of engineers use their 
driving-wheel asa gauge. They knowits 
circumference, and by counting its revo- 
lutions within a certain time can tell very 
accurately the speed at which they are 
running. . 

Another method is to time the run 
between mile posts, and still another is to 
make caleulations from the number of 
telegraph poles passed in a certain time. 
These polesin a level country, and where 
four or five wires are used, are spaced 

m twenty-five to twenty-eight to the 
mile. 

The most accurate method, and the one 
most in ust by experienced railroad men, 
is to count the number of rail joints the 
train passes over in twenty seconds. The 
rails in nearly all cases are thirty feet in 
length, and the number passed over in 
twenty seconds is the speed per hour a 
train is running. 

For instance if a passenger sitting in a 
sleeper can count thirty clicks of the 
wheels on a rail joint in twenty seconds, 
the train is running at the speed of thirty 
miles an hour.—Kansas City Times.

Ir free trade is really such a good 
thing forthe laboring classes as Mr.

Great Lakes Might be Made. 
Along the base of the Sierras among 
the foothills may be found narrow 


} valleys lying between the main range 


and parallel hills where immense arti- 
ficial lakes of great depth could be 
formed at small cest—only that of 
walling up the ends, and in some in- 
stances but one end. There the water 
could be stored secure from floods and 
would be as managable as so much 
water in an ordinary wooden tank. 

When a ranchman has at command 
a store of water he is independent of 
the freaks of the clerk of the weather 
he holds in his own hands the means 
of securing acrop. As proper irriga- 
tion gives more than double the crops 
that can be grown in most of the East- 
ern States, where the farmers are de- 
pendent upon the natural rainfall, and 
makes a crop sure every year, our land 
owners certainly ought to be willing 
to pay something to thus insure them- 
selves. When the work is once prop- 
erly done it is done for alltime. Some 
of the most ancient works to be seen 
in India and other Oriental countries 
are the storage tanks“ or reservoirs. 
We have in this country in hundreds 
of places unappropriated sites for such 
works’ greater than the greatest of 
those of India or Ceylon, places where 
at much smaller cost reservoirs ten 
times as large as the largest of the 
Ceylon tanks can be made. 

he men who secure and improve 
these sites have in their hands a sure 
fortune for all time, as the man who 
has the. water has a sure thing on the 
lands below and the men who own 
them. In Colorado they are begin- 
ning to understand this and great irri- 
gation companies are springing up 
there. The San Luis Park Canal irri- 
tes 400,000 acres, the State Land 
anal 140,000 acres, Citizens’ Canal 
140,000 acres, Del Norte and Saguache 
Canal 100,000 acres, and many other 
canals smaller areas in other regions, 
as the water for all the above men- 
tioned is taken from one stream the 
Rio Grande River. 

In Wyoming are a t number of 
large irrigating canals. Not a few of 
these are owned by Colorado capitalists 
who have found that irrigation works 
are the best paying properties that can 
be got hold of. As yet not many large 
storage reservoirs have been con- 
structed in these countries. They are 
now going for what water can be had 
by tapping and turning rivers and 
large creeks. It was even found nec- 
essary, last year, for the Governor of 
Nebraska to send a message to the 
Governor of Colorado protesting against 
any more water being taken out of the 
South Platte, as it was ho | up the 
stream—no South Platte was left down 
in Nebraska. 

In Montana and Idaho great canals 
and irrigation works are being con- 
structed, and the men and companies 
who own these will about the same as 
own the country and all the farmers 
in it. Up there they have large rivers 
and creeks to draw upon, and as yet 
have not given much attention to the 
question cf water storage, but by 
means of proper systems of reservoirs, 
they will ”, be able to more 
than double the supply obtainable 
through the natural flow. 

Unless our people in Nevada secure 
the sites for storage reservoirs, and 
other irrigation works, that are now 
going a begging, the first thing you 
know some of the Colorado capitalists, 
or capitalists from some other wide- 
awake region, will come in and gobble 
them up. In such a country as this 
the man who commands the water 
commands the soil; he is boss. 

Irrigation in the whole country is as 
yet in its infancy. In California it is 
probably better understood than any- 
where else; but even there they have 
hardly made a beginning. There are 
still each year whole rivers of water 
flowing away to the sea. The time 
will come when the whole Sierra Ne- 
vada range will be filled with storage 
reservoirs, t systems of them, 
reservoirs low reservoir down 
through all the foothills to the edges 
of the t valleys, and the soil will 
be tilled almost to the mountain tops. 
The most densely populated countries 
in the world are those “ee practice 
irrigation, as crops are thus made 
sure. In India, Ceylon and other 
eastern countries, there have been 
great famines in some sections, but 
these were brought on by the break- 
ing down and destruction of the great 
storage reservoirs and irrigation works 
in their wars: The destruction of an 
enemy’s reservoirs, aqueducts and ca- 
nals was the destruction of the enemy 
himself root and branch.

WATTERSON SPEAKS. 


Me Makes a Vigorous Attack on 
the Republican Platform. 


LovIsvILLe, June 30.—In the course 
of a speech last night at the great

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TEA DRINKING AND THE TEETH. 7} 


Something for the Intelligent Reader to 
were rem Think About. 
Some years since, when on duty at re- 
oruiting stations in the North of Eng- 
land, I took observation on the great 
amount of disease and loss of teeth exist- 
ing among the class of men offering them- 
selves. It becamea cause of rejection of 

itself in great numbers, 

As far as inquiries went I was led to 
trace it to the excessive tea drinking in- 
dulged in by the working classes in the 
manufacturing towns, and this went on 
ell through the day, whether with food 
or not. In fact, instead of 5 o’clock tea 
being the invention of the upper classes, 
it was found to exist to an injurious ex- 
tent in the working classes long befére 
that time. | 

Tea seems to have a peculiar tendency 
to cause hyperemia in the tooth sacs, 
leading to inflammation, and, eventually, 
abscess of the fang, with, of course, den- 
tralgia at every stage. Whether this 
special tendency was due to theine or 
tannin having an elective affinity for den- 
tine it is not possible for me to say. 

It would be curious to know if medical 
men, practicing in such manufacturing 
districts, had observed the deterioration 
of teeth to be coincident with tea drink- 
ing.—British Medical Journal,
